with Mrs, VirginiaCole, the School 
Committee’s chief negotiator. 

All school administrators, re- 
gardless of category, will be paid 
on the new salary schedule, which 
ranges from $14,500 to $23,000. 
Their salaries will be judged ac- 
cording to performance, respon- 
sibility load and their contribution 
to the total school system. 

Supt. Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert 
called the agreement ‘‘a real 
breakthrough for both the admin- 
istrators and the town.” He said 
it reflected great credit on the 
administrators ‘‘who are really 
throwing themselves on the line 
to be judged by their perform- 
ance.’’ 

On the other hand, this Tues- 
day’s negotiating meeting to tackle 
the extracurricular pay issue 
proved disappointing, since no pro- 
gress appeared to result. 

Teachers with extracurricular 
jobs, principally the athletic 
coaches, are asking for substantial 
increases over the amount nego- 
tiated last year by both sides, on 
the basis of a point system pro- 
posed by the men involved. 

The school committee position 
is that these teachers already 
will receive substantial raises in 
their regular teaching salaries, 
through the recently negotiated 
teacher pay increases: any extra 
money the town has for extra- 
curricular affairs should be spent 
to open up new athletic and other 
after school opportunities for An- 
dover schoolchildren who do not 
already have them -- such as 
arts and crafts, pottery, and the 
proposed after-school athletics for 
elementary children which the 
Physical Education Department 
has worked out. It should not be 
spent, instead, to give present 
extra-curricular teachers more 
money than last year for the same 
programs they ran last year. 

The AEA is presently studying 
the school committee’s outline of 
new extra-curricular offerings 
planned next year, and a ne- 
gotiating session is scheduled next 
Wednesday at Central School. All 
negotiating sessions are public. 

As for ‘the new agreement on 
administrative salaries, the school 
committee Monday night approved 
the concept. To be official, it 
must, with the rest ofthe contract, 
be ratified by the entire AEA, 
and by the School Committee. 

Negotiators and the superinten- 
dent emphasized that in 1970-71, 
the present ratio, which ties ad- 
ministrative salaries to degrees 
held and years of experience, would 
be used as a base to place them 
in the new schedule, That is, no 
administrator would be paid less 
next year than he would receive if 


_he were still on ratio.

ticular program. 

Seifert assented, but later 
pointed out to the TOWNSMAN 
that categories should not be so 
‘‘clear-cut” that there is no 
room for flexibility and innova- 
tion. He said the term ‘‘multi- 
sensory media,” which the admin- 
istration took some kidding about, 
might point up better than the term 
‘audio-visual software’’ the fact 
the textbooks and workbooks 
weren’t the only instructional 
media for’ all kids, and especially 
for some children, who had dif- 
ficulties with reading, or with 
lecture-type learning. He wants 
flexibility in the budget categories 
for instructional media, so there 
can be flexibility in their purchase 
and use. 

Member William King suggested 
that the budget format, arranged 
according to the state auditor’s 
numerical coding, be scrapped, 
since ‘‘it is incomprehensible to 
laymen and sheds no light on the 
school’s programs.” He suggest- 
ed grouping expenditures under the 
school’s various programs, giving 


the cost of each program, the cost 


of the same program the following 
year, taking additional pupils and 
cost of living rise into account, 
and finally the amount requested 
for the program improvement, or 
changes, innovations, 

The meeting focussed on budget 
justification by the school depart- 
ment, and on school committee in- 
terest in dollars, but also on their | 
concern that the budget process 
give them clearer under standing of 
the educational programs the 
dollars underwrite, 

At last week’s budget meeting, 
the committee cut the roster of 
31 1/2 requested additions to the. 
school’s professional staff to 
29 1/2. Eliminated were one 
teacher/nurse for the family liv- 
ing course, and one of the 8 re- 
quested new teachers for West 
Elementary -- the last was found 
to be an inadvertent duplication 
since one Shawsheen teacher will 
be moving over to West with a 
number of the Shawsheen pupils 
who will be redistricted to the West 
School, 

The School Committee accepted 
the following new positions: 2 
Physical Education; 1 4/5 music 
(3/5 West Jr. High, 2/5 East Jr. 
High, 4/5 relieve Director.); 1/4

An additional ten men will be 
requested for appointment to the 
fire department, according to a 
request made by Fire Chief Henry 
L. Hilton.

Selectman William Stewart 
agreed with White that the parking 
problem was related to the loca- 
tion of the town hall and also 
noted that property adjacent to 
the municipal parking area was 
once considered for a town hall, 
but somehow rejected at the last 
minute.

Selectman Roger W. Collins, 
acting chairman in order that Wat- 
ters could make the motion, op- 
posed the proposal, stating that 
the board may well come back to 
placing the town hall on the site 
agreed upon, but that study is 
needed. 

Collins said it may be found 
that the particular plot of land 
may prove to be more valuable 
for other purposes and he would 
like to have the planning board 
opinion on the matter, 

In voting in the negative, thus 
temporarily delaying town hall 
construction, Collins thanked

Watters for suggesting the matter 
and putting the board in a position 
to ‘‘fish or cut bait,’’ on the 
subject of a new municipal of- 
fice building. 

Thus it appears that the down- 
town parking issue and a new town 
hall, will be a major. considera- 
tion at the annual town meeting. 

Action on the article seeking 
$300,000 for development of the 
area on Main street diagonally 
across from town hall and ex- 
tending to Central street, owned by 
Danton Realty Trust, may well 
govern the future course of An- 
dover municipal business place.

League 


A North Shore social worker 
brought a bundle of statistically- 
backed facts to the Andover League 
of Women Voters Midwinter 
Luncheon, to explode popular 
myths about Massachusetts fam- 
ilies on public assistance. 

The facts Miss Phyliss Cosand 
revealed: most Massachusetts 
families receiving Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children (1) are 
in private, not public housing, (2) 
do not have many children, (3) 
have no illegitimate children, (4) 
have not been on welfare rolls 
as long as two years, (5) are 
white (77.9%) and (6) are Mass- 
achusetts natives (65%). 

Miss Cosand, director of the 
Children’s Friend and Family Ser- 
vice, headquartered in Gloucester, 
told the Andover women that the

families able to be self-support- 
ing and successful were the very 
factors lacking to those on public 
assistance: they are: money for 
necessities, physical and mental 
health, emotional stability, educa- 
tion as an important family goal, 
pride and dignity, the assumption 
of success, and faith and hope in 
the future. 

To the welfare family, on the 
other hand, education is a luxury, 
not an assumed goal; there is 
underemployment at best, no 
money for health services and 
even minimal dental care, strain 
and family. discord leading to de- 
sertions, a general lack of family 
pride and dignity, and most im- 
portant the assumption of failure, 
not success, because there is little 
faith or hope for the future. 

The goals of Aid to Families

and to provide the necessary re- 
sources so that family life can 
continue. 

The fault -- Miss Cosand found 
with the program was that a family 
has to ‘‘hit rock-bottom’ before 
they can be helped -- there is no 
preventive influence. She pointed 
out that the guaranteed annual in- 
come (GAI) concept would put 
a subsistence base under every 
family situation, and would, with- 
out stigma, help the very low 
‘borderline family’? which is not 
now on public assistance, but 
struggling on an extremely low 
income to support itself, 

She shared with the Andover 
women the frustrations of over- 
loaded social workers. They have 
so many clients to see, according 
to the North Shore social worker, 
who has had years of experience 
in city work, so much paper work 
and red tape, that they feel help- 
less to really help the women heads 
of households on their feet. Work- 
ing under these frustrations, Miss 
Cosand confided, many social 
workers either quit indiscourage- 
ment or actually become bellig- 
erent toward their clients, because 
of lack of time and flexibility to 
really help the women get to their 
feet. This partly accounts, she 
said, for the demanding attitude 
of some of the women clients and 
the Massachusetts Rights Or- 
ganization. She said their faith 
and hope in the future is so eroded 
that they feel the only way to 
‘*get something for the kids’’ is 
to ‘*go to the streets” anddemon- 
strate. ; 5 

The bright side of this, said 
Miss Cosand, is that these ac- 
tivist women have proved to social 
workers that they are not com- 
pletely beaten by life, have some 
initiative. She sees the possibil- 
ities of self-helpful community or- 
ganization if these very people 
are given responsibility for com- 
munity organization and improve- 
ment.

Town Manager J. Maynard Austin has proposed, and the 
selectmen have approved, appointment of a co-ordinator 
for the public works department. 

While we dislike the addition of personnel, since it 
pinches the pocketbook just a little more, there would 
appear to be some justification for the move. 

Mr. ‘Austin would like to have a person to co-ordinate 
the work of the public works department which encom- 
passes seven agencies, and over 50 employees. 

Through such an appointment, this would allow him to 
give more attention to the administrative duties of the 
town, which he feels are needed. 

There have been efforts in the past to have an assistant 
town manager position created, They have been rejected 
by the selectmen and the finance committee.

Planning 


Planning is a most difficult thing when looking upon 
the future of a community. 

This week, .at the request of the school committee, the 
planning board met with the members to examine the future 
needs of the town as far as educational plants are con- 
cerned. 

We have noted in the past the sudden unification of town 
boards, committees and. administrators within the past 
year, and have commended these groups for their joint 
efforts. - 

We do so again and commend the planning board for 
attempting to answer the school administration problems 
facing them, within a short span of time. 

Planning, as we have said, is difficult at best. 

Planners must deal with improbables. Growth of the 
community is at best a guessing game. 

Employment factors must be considered. 

Major developments could change figures, as we have 
seen happen here in Andover. 

Figures supplied years ago, are now found to be off by 
a wide margin. 

On the other hand, times change and the situation could 
be reversed rapidly. 

So the planning board has been handed a difficult task, 
but they have promised to come up with some answers 
within a couple of weeks. 

Such mutual effort, the school board asking the planning 
board for assistance, should continue to steer Andover on 
a proper course. 

United efforts, the seeking of assistance from those 
who have facts and figures, is always advisable.

people attempt to grow plants in 
a shady, hot room when the plants 
require direct sunlight and a cool 
temperature.
